Ranch Burns 


In a spectacular blaze that was 


visible from several valley points, 
ncluding Azusa, Glendora and San 
L>imas, a one-story frame house, -lo- 
cated two miles southeast of Covina 
and occupied by Mrs. G. T. Taricco 
and four of her children, burned to 
the ground last Friday night before 
sufficient help could be summoned 
to put it out. Only a few chairs, a 
phonograph and a trunk were saved. 


Mrs. Taricco and three of her chil- 


dren had just begun the evening 
meal at 6 o'clock in the back of the 
house when the odor of something 
burning was detected. It was imme- 
diately traced to one of the boy's 
rooms, and altho the Tariccos work- 
ed with blankets and a small amount 
of available water, they were unable 
to comepletely check it. The alarm 
was turned in by C. A. Timmons 
from his residence across the road; 
but the blaze had a half-hour's start 
before the San Dimas department 
hose was hooked up to Timmons' 
water system and applied to the then 
almost completely razed -residence. 


According to / Mrs. Taricco, the

With only a small percentage of 


the watersheds and available spread- 
ing basins under control, what is 
believed by experts to be a logical 
solution of water conservation in Los 
Angeles county was outlined Wed- 
nesday in a report of a comprehen- 
sive flood control plan looking ahead 
for fifty years, drafted by E. C. 
Eaton, chief engineer of $he Los An- 
geles county flood control district. 


The plan, which has been under 


preparation for two years, was mad« 
public by Engineer Eaton when he 
spoke before members of the Los 
Angeles County Conservation asso- 
ciation meeting at the chamber of 
commerce, Los Angeles. 


Summarized briefly, the plan calls 


for ten more dams in the mountain 
areas of the county, more channel 
lengths of rivers protected and the 
development of two large spreading 
basins in the southwest part of the 
county to drive put the salt water 
in the lower strata of sand which 
seeps in from the ocean. One of the 
contemplated basins would be lo- 
cated in Whittier narrows at the 
junction of the San Gabriel river 
and Rio Hondo, and the other in 
Nigger Slough, west of Long Beach. 
This would make 10,304 acres of 
spreading ground, as against 1372 at 
the present time.

outside my front door. 
- 


' He is twenty-two years old, and an idealist. The men 
in the plant where he works use coarse language, their 
crudeness grates on him.

Scarcity Raises Prices 


Slightly 


A slight increase in demand and 


consequently a somewhat higher 
price is being paid for local valen- 
cias this week over last, according 
to W. M. Griswold of the Covina 
Fruit Exchange. Altho only thirty- 
one cars were shipped ' from local 
packing houses last week, a sharp 
increase in demand was noted, in- 
dicating the passing of the low point 
in the season's Valencia crop. This 
point usually is not passed until the 
last of the deciduous fruits have left 
the market in late September, but 
for some season is earlier this year, 
which will bring local growers bet- 
ter prices for a larger percentage of 
their crops. 


In a report just issued by the Cali- 


fornia Citrus league, the cost of pro- 
ducing oranges and lemons in this 
state for the year 1929 is reduced 
from that of 1928. Fertilization, wa- 
ter, pest control and tree care, as 
well as picking,hauling and packing 
costs on oranges were less in 1929 
than the year before. For lemons 
the report shows that fertilization, 
pest control and cultivation expenses 
are growing less, but water costs, 
fAst protection, tree care, picking, 
hauling and packing costs were 
slightly higher last year over 1928. 
Selling and advertising costs were 
less on both oranges and lemons in 
1929 than the year before. The total 
f. o. b. cost of growing and selling 
the 1929 crop was $1.91 per box for 
oranges and $2.95 per box for lem- 
ons. In 1928 this was $2.51 for or- 
anges and $2.95 for lemons. 


The 1929 yield of oranges was 


252.8 boxeS per acre and lemons 
196.7 boxes per acre. In 1925 the per 
acre yield was 154 boxes of oranges 
and 165.8 boxes of lemons. The five- 
year average is 184.9 boxes of or- 
anges and 179.5 of lemons.

One Missing in 


Mexican Duel 


A hand-to-hand knife battle be- 


tween two Mexicans in the river 
bed east of Rocktown, near Duarte, 
resulted in the death of one, Felix 
Luera, 31 years old, and the disap- 
pearance of the other, Jose Velesco, 
27, of Glendora. • 


Occurring 
; Sunday afternoon at 


about 1:30 o'clock, it is believed that 
the two fought out a grudge held 
over two years, concerning a love 
affair in which both were implicated. 


Luera was found by his father, 


Noberto Luera, after his wife missed 
him from the dinner table, at which 
they assembled. The body was stab- 
bed hi no less.than seventeen places 
over the chest, in the abdomen and 
under ^the arm. Any one of ten of 
these lacerations would have killed 
him, according to the doctor who ex- 
amined the body. 


According to latest reports, it is 


believed that Velasco of Glendora 
was summoned by Luera to meet at 
the house of Pedro Ariz "in Rock- 
town, wlfere they were to hold a 
conference, and that later Luera in- 
duced Velasco to go with him to 
tne vicinity of the river bed, where 
he turned on-him. • Velasco, in self 
defense, managed to get the better 
of his attacker; however, inflicting 
the seventeen wounds only after be- 
ing severely slashed himself. Why 
he then fled up the San Gabriel can- 
yon is not known, but he was prob- 
ably afraid that he would be unable 
to prove his innocense, altho no 
other persons saw the conflict. Traces 
of Velasco's blood were found a 
quarter of a mile toward the east 
across several washes, but his body 
has not been located. The-possibil- 
ity that he escaped across the moun- 
tains is slight, due to the severe 
nature of his wounds. 


Luera, the slain man, leaves a 


widow and five children. He had 
been employed on the Robert Had- 
ford ranch in Duarte for several 
years. Velasco, still missing, leaves 
a wife and two children at 328 East 


Nemesis Found

Introduction of new parasites to 


war on the mealy bug indicates ex- 
tinction of that citrus pest without 
further attention. That was the out- 
standing news of County Agri- 
cultural Commis|ioner A. A. Brock's 
annual report to the supervisors of 
Orange county last week. While 
Brock and other citrus authorities 
remain noncommittal regarding the 
outcome of the experiment with the 
new parasite, their work to date 
gives ground for the belief, it is 
said, that the mealy bug is doomed, 
authorities remain noncommittal re- 
garding the outcome of th 
nient with the niw parasite, their 
work to date gives ground for the 
belief, it is said, that the mealy bug 
is doomed. 


The pest, which spread rapidly 


thru Orange county groves in re- 
cent years, was combated with 
questionable success until the two 
new parasites cocophagus gurnevi 
and tetreenemum' pretiosus, were 
loosed on the mealy bugs. Those 
parasites, it is said, appear able to 
sustain themselves hi the orchards 
without replacement from the coun- 
ty insectary, and give every evi- 
dence of cleaning out the mealy 
bugs.

New Device May 


Save Lives of 


Many Paralytics 


A remarkable new apparatus, de- 


signed by two Harvard professors, 
Drinker and Shaw, has just recently 
been brot into use to save the lives 
of mai_,' victims of infantile paraly- 
sis in this country. In appearance it 
resembles a tank, six feet or more 
long and twenty-two inches in dia- 
meter, sealed at one end and con- 
structed so as to be air-tight when 
closed .at the other end. 


This apparatus, known as the 


Drinker-Shaw respirator, was first 
used 6n the west coast in San Fran- 
cisco recently to save the life of 
Irving S. Johnson, paralysis victim. 
Johnson was stricken with inter- 
costal paralysis, loss of conrtol of 
the breathing muscles in the ribs, 
the chest and lungs. If the new re- 
lief had not been supplied at once,' 
the victim would have stifled be- 
cause he could not breathe. 


Within a short time three Los An- 


geles hospitals are to have Drinker- 
Shaw respirators, according to an- 
nouncements made by the county 
hospital, the Children's hospital and 
the Hollywood hospital. Orders have 
been placed in Boston, where the 
machines are made, and then- arri- 
val is expected within the next few 
days. They cost $2140 each, it is said. 


Not only is the Drinker-Shaw res- 


pirator of inestimable value in cases 
of infantile paralysis, but it is also 
useful in gas poisoning, drowning, 
diptheric paralysis and hi certain 
drug addictions. The one disadvan- 
tage in use of the apparatus is its 
bulky size, which prohibits its be- 
ing moved to the patient when the 
patient is not able to get to the hos- 
pital. 


The improvement in the new ap- 


paratus is in safety and effectiveness. 
Most portable respirators force air 
in and out of the lungs, usually thru 
a face mask fitted with intake and 
outlet valves. Sometimes they may 
send a forceful inrush of ah- into the 
lungs which may cause hemorrhage, 
and again if the patient is conscious 
he is likely to fight against a misk 
over the face. Philip Drinker's de- 
vice allows the patient to lie on a 
comfortable mattress, made to fit 
the tank; his head is the only part 
outside of the tank, and rests on an 
adjustable stand, and a current of 
ice-cooled air is circulated thru the 
tank, keeping the temperature down 
to a comfortable degree. The tank 
is equipped with port holes for ob- 
serving the patient and' numerous 
small holes for inserting thermo- 
meters, stethoscopes, etc. A novel 
advantage is that patients can eat, 
sleep, drink and actually live for 
days at a time while the apparatus 
is in- opcraftion>-In-shori^it-suppiies 
an artificial breathing system for an 
indefinite length of time.

In some instances, where human 


nature crops out with the desire to 
get early eggs by encouraging them 
to hurry the job, egg mash is given 
before they are half grown and this 
early stimulation works for a limit- 
ed time, but the aftermath is too 
often reflected in the hospital pen. 


There is a tendency to premature 


molt with all pullets at about the 
time when the yolk begins to de- 
velop in the yolk cluster, which is 
when you note 'the budding of the 
comb or the reddening of the face. 


Now, 
the thing to be done at this 


time is just the reverse of what too 
often is done. 


The feeds carrying a great deal of 


protein, animal protein especially, 
should be cut down. 


The feeds carrying high amounts 


of fibre, such as bran, ground oats, 
alfalfa meal, which are desirable 
during the growing period in sum- 
mer, 
should be cut down. 


The feeds carrying high amounts 


oj carbohydrates and fat and low 
amounts of protein and fibre should 
be materially increased. 


The simplest and surest way to 


make this change under most condi- 
tions is to add more yellow corn to 
the grain feed and to increase the 
amount of ground yellow corn in the 
mash, unless feeding a pullet mash 
that contemplates the pullet's need. 


Increase the amount oj grain feed 


given daily until they get about all 
they will clean up. It is often found 
that if the yellow corn is of good 
quality, dry and sweet, the flock 
will eat almost their whole ration 
of grain. 


This extra amount of fattening 


food is given for a month and grad- 
ually reduced as soon as the pullets 
are in good condition and laying 
progresses satisfactorily. 


The big idea is to be sure that 


your pullets are plump and getting 
enough heat units to sustain their 
bodies and some besides if satisfac- 
tory egg yield is to be maintained.

Accidental Death 
Jury's Verdict in 


Sweetland Case 


A verdict of Accidental death, due 


to gas poisoning, was rendered by a 
coroner's jury assembled at Covina 
in the parlors of Custer, Christian- 
sen and Moore Friday afternoon. J. 
G. Sweetland, the victim, was alone 
at the time of the accident, it was 
believed, and no eye-witnesses were 
available to explain the probable 
cause of the poisoning. 


The supposition was made that 


Sweetland had just opened one of 
the top taps of a nearby acid tank 
(one 
of the tops of which, was found 


removed), and that some of the 
deadly gas might have been sud- 
denly released so as to overcome 
him before he had a chance to re- 
treat. WJhen a group of workers re- 
turned to the location of Sweetland 
in the same grove to obtain some 
thread for repair of a tent which 
was -torRj^rthe^gassed^iasatt-was^'fou 
about 25 or 30 feet .from the tank, 
groaning and helpless from the ef- 
fects of the gas, it was said. Imme- 
diate efforts to bring him back to 
consciousness failed.

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Why Daylight Saving?— 


With old Sol pouring forth his warmth and brilliance 


for about fourteen hours on each of these summer days, 
and with the hours from sundown until bedtime the most 
livable and pleasurable time of the day in large sections 
of inland California and adjacent states during the long 
summers, just why anyone should wish to set the clock 
ahead an hour in the "good old summer time" under guise 
of daylight saving is hard to conceive. Certainly the sun 
will not change its habits, just because we change our 
clocks and the main result will be confusion and dissatis- 
faction, without tangible offsetting gain. 


Farmers, ranchers, orchardists, and especially dairy- 


men, are opposed to starting their day a full hour earlier 
than their already early summer schedule. It would be 
burdensome and uneconomic for all agriculturists. 


Such a change would be costly to railroads and other 


transportation interests. 


It is opposed by organized labor everywhere—as well 


as by unorganized labor where the latter gives voice to 
its sentiments. 


What housewife desires to prepare the dinner meal 


one full hour earlier during the heat of the mid-summer 
and then to set about the task of putting Johnnie and 
Susie to bed an hour of daylight ahead of present bedtime 
and before rooms shall have felt the draught of evening 
coolness? Not one in a million—and housekeeping must 
be recorded as the greatest—altho least accredited busi- 
ness of the nation—and nowadays our wives, mothers and 
sisters may register their protest emphatically at the polls-. 


Such a change would be disastrous to one of Califor- 


nia's largest industries, the motion picture business, which 
brings to the golden state each year more than $100,000,000. 
Every theater would suffer from the change, as would all 
places of amusement. 


Daylight saving has been tried thruout the country 


and failed to bring benefits commensurate with its costli- 
ness, harm and confusion. A few places, among them New 
York, retain this summer trouble maker. 


To offset all of the opposition and confusion in regard 


to daylight saving, only one business, or group of. interests,.,, 
could be found to directly benefit by the change and that 
is the stockbrokers and stock markets, which will be brot 
one hour nearer to New York stock exchange time during 
the summer months and stock quotations will therefore 
be an hour advanced on the coast. 


Why, the general public will ask, should all other in- 


terests be sacrificed to benefit stock market transactions 
and speculation? 


No real reason exists for the proposed change, but from 


one source or another the circulation of initiative petitions 
was financed and sufficient signatures secured to make it 
necessary to vote upon the daylight saving measure at the 
next state general election. 


This measure has been beaten at the polls before by 


the citizens of California and the only danger of its passage 
lies in public indifference and apathy at this time.—Edi- 
torial from Colton Courier. 


Farm Advisor 


to Demonstrate 
on Soil Moisture 


One of the most difficult tests the 


orchard grower faces, according to 
M. H. Kimball, farm advisor of Los 
Angeles county, is to accurately 
judge from "feeling" and appearance 
the amount of soil moisture avail- 
able to his trees. The extension ser- 
vice of Los Angeles county is plan- 
ning an exhibit at the Los Angeles 
county fair with this thot in mind. 


Large tanks of soil will be on 


hand filled with samples of the same 
soil taken at different degrees of 
moisture. These containers will be 
marked with the exact percentage 
of moisture existing in the soil con- 
tained. Growers can therefore judge 
by both feeling and appearance 
samples of known moisture content 
and become acquainted with the 
principles involved. 


In addition to this demonstration 


of soil moisture conditions, growers 
are urged to bring in samples of 
their own soil in tightly-sealed glass 
jars. Such samples should be very 
carefully taken. One sample should 
be taken two or three days after 
irrigation to show the soil as wet 
as it can be made by irrigation. An- 
other sample should be taken from 
an area where weeds or other plants 
have been allowed to wilt, thus 
showing the wilting point. 
Other 


samples may be brot in, showing 
moisture at intermediate 
stages. 


There will be set up at the booth 
an oven and soil moisture labora- 
tory to determine the exact amount 
of moisture present in samples brot 
in. Some other very interesting vis- 
ual demonstrations of the movement 
of soil moisture will be in the booth 
behind plate glass. Some of these 
samples will have been packed for 
nearly two months before the fair.

There is an old legend that once 


upon a time an enormous giant bore 
the earth upon his shoulders, but 
becoming tired of the burden, in a 
fit of irritable anger, he threw down 
his load. It broke into thousands of 
pieces and one group of these broken 
bits, lying just about as they fell, 
formed the Philippine islands. 


This old story might well be more 


than fiction, for there are some seven 
thousand scattered islands in the 
entire group, extending for eleven 
hundred miles north and south, seven 
hundred east and west, varying 
greatly in size. 


Regarded simply as a city, Man- 


ila, on the island of Luzon and the 
Philippine capital, seemed to the 
Covina tourists as perhaps the most 
interesting single city visited, partly 
because of its old historic back- 
ground. It is, in reality, three sepa- 
rate' cities in one. 


The oldest is the Philippine quar- 


ter on the northwestern side of the 
Pasig river, where thousands of na- 
tive workers live in their pictures- 
que huts, grouped together in nar- 
row alleys, in much the same way 
hi which their ancestors did. The 
second is the Walled City, still with- 
in the city, on the south side, which 
is much the same in character and 
appearance as when the Spanish 
occupied it three hundreds years 
ago. 
Here, within the high walls, 


grey-green with age and moss, are 
the ancient fort, bastions, arsenal, 
parade grounds and barracks of the 
long ago. Here, too, are old, but 
still noble and impressive churches 
and convents, narrow streets with 
overhanging balconies which would 
seem to date back to Spain of the 
middle ages. But the modern Man- 
ila, of the American occupation, has 
built miles of paved boulevards, 
many finely landscaped parks and 
squares, a magnificent esplanade 
along the water front, many modern 
business buildings, public schools, 
universities, hospitals and fine resi- 
dences. Along the fine, broad ave- 
nues one notes the familiar names 
of "Taft," "Dewey" and "Gridley." 


One of the first things which at- 


tracts the immediate attention of 
the visitor is the presence, every- 
where thruout the city, of hundreds 
of small, high, two-wheeled car- 
riages and cartsrv*driiwtr~bT^lIllIe 
sturdy ponies, most of which have 
elaborately 
decorated 
harnesses 


This sort of conveyance is as com- 
mon in Manila as are the jinrick- 
shas in Japan and China and seems 


The Founding of Los Angeles— 


The city of Los Angeles was founded on September 


4th, 1781, with eleven families of settlers brot from Mexico 
as colonists by Felipe de Neve, governor of California 
under Spanish rule. The establishment of "El Pueblo de 
Nuestra Senora la Reina de Los Angeles" was his idea, 
as part of a plan to get the land actually settled and the 
soil cultivated as a protection to the government and the 
missions. When the plan had received the sanction of 
Carlos III, king of Spain, it was returned in the form of 
an imperial regulation. 


De Neve's plan called for twenty-four families; strong, 


healthy, and of good character and regular habits—fit as 
examples for the natives. Among them were some skilled 
in the use of blacksmithing and carpenter tools, and some 
capable as masons. As much land as he could conven- 
iently work was to be given each farmer. A total of $116.50 
per year for two years was allowed each farmer, and $60 
for each of the three following years; not in cash, but in 
useful goods and supplies, and at cost. In addition to this, 
each settler was entitled to two horses, two mares, two 
cows and a calf, a pair each of sheep and goats, a mule 
and a yoke of work steers. The land-plotting plan was 
extremely simple. Four leagues, or 36 square miles, con- 
stituted the pueblo. This was centered about a plaza 275 
feet one way by 180 the other. Building lots of 55-foot 
frontage faced the plaza. Each settler was permitted to 
cultivate two seven-acre tracts outside the residential dis- 
trict; in addition, he had free range for his stock on pueblo 
lands lying beyond. 


All this planning by de Neve was done with care, and 


apparently with an honest and sincere desire to be both 
liberal and just, but only twelve families could be secured 
in Mexico, instead of the twenty-four desired, and Lieu- 
tenant Jose Zuniga arrived in San Gabriel with the first 
personally conducted overland excursion. It consisted of 
only eleven families, the other one having been myster- 
iously lost enroute. 


Thus the city of Los Angeles was started with a total 


population of 12 men, 12 women and 22 children, 46 in all. 
The spot chosen for the plaza was almost at the exact 
location of the present plaza. Early on the morning of 
September 4th, 1781, the party set out from the San Gab- 
riel mission, and walked nine miles to the chosen spot, 
reaching there just at sundown. After crossing the river 
at the site of the present Macy street bridge, they arrived 
at the clearing where an altar had been erected, and there 
the formal founding of the city took place.—From informa- 
tion furnished by the research department of the Security 
First National bank of Los Angeles.

Highway Started 


Ground breaking for one of the 


most important highway projects 
of the San Gabriel valley took place 
last week when several hundred 
citizens celebrated the beginning of 
the -work that will extend Colorado 
street east from Pasadena to Hunt- 
ington drive in Arcadia. The cere- 
mony was held at the eastern end 
of Colorado street in Pasadena. 


The improvement will be com- 


pleted within five months and will 
constitute the final link hi the Foot- 
hill boulevard from San Bernardino 
to Santa Monica. This paving will 
cost $143,000 and will be the first 
new highway built thru the Bald- 
win ranch in half a century.

folded cape made of very thin ma- 
terial from the pineapple fibre, call- 
ed "pina cloth." The skirts are worn 
long, over an elaborately embroid- 
ered petticoat, the dress train being 
tucked into the belt, showing a bit 
and rattan, while products used al- 
dies of the upper class these dresses 
are of exquisite and expensive ma- 
terial, often woven to order with 
special design. The men, too, have a 
holiday costume which is as dis- 
tinctly national, consisting of a very 
thin shirt worn outside the trousers, 


here was evidence of the beautiful 
tard woods with which the islands 
bound and-we were told that other 
>rincipal exports were copra, rub- 
ier, hemp, sugar, kapok, cocoanuts 
and rattan, while products used la- 
most wholly locally were rice, sweet

used to thatch the same, as well as 
or baskets, brooms, brushes and 
mats, while from the husks are made 
opes and fish nets. 
While it was undeniably warm dur- 
ing our stay, still the hottest months 
ire April, May and June, which is 
he school vacation. Our summer- 
ime begins their rainy season, and 
truly it is a rainy season, for one 
or several showers may be expected 
•very day. The annual rainfall is 
60 to 125 inches, and in consequence, 
everything is beautifully green and 
all growth is luxuriant.

in a small three-room village school.

But the story of the 
rst coming of the navel orange to 
America and its enormous increase 
in favor is concerned with Brazil. 


According to historical records, in 
869 the United States department of 
griculture first learned of a Bra- 
ilian fruit that was greatly relished 
y both natives and foreigners in 
outh America—an orange of un- 


usual characteristics, large in size, 


elicious hi flavor, without seeds, 
and with a navel. Thinking that this 
tew variety might prove valuable 
i the states, the government asked 
o have a dozen sent to 'Washington, 
D. C. 


After arriving at^the capital city 
bey were cultivated in the govern- 
ment greenhouse, and only two of 
le originals died. As the budded and 
rafted trees developed, they were 
listributed to orange growers and 
horticultural experimenters over the 
ntire south, some going to Florida 
md some to California. 
The navel trees did'not do well 


n Florida, altho other oranges flour- 
shed in the same climate and soil. 
Jut the first two specimens to reach 
his state, thru Mrs. Eliza Tibbets 
at Riverside hi 1873, flourished. They 
lad themselves sprung from buds 


>t the original ten received at Washi- 
ngton four years previous;' and as 
soon as they fruited a few years 
ater then* fame in this locality 
spread thruout the state. The fruit 
was so large in size, so handsome in 
appearance and so luscious in flavor 
hat many asked permission to cut 
>uds from the trees with which to 
'top work" their orchards and so 
convert then- trees into bearers of 
he navel orange. 


These two original orange trees 


are still growing within the grounds 
of the famous Mission Inn at River- 
side. Arid it was from these two 
trees, originally belonging to Mrs. 
Tibbets, that the navel orange in- 
dustry of California, amounting to 
8,600,000 boxes and 3,000,000 pounds 


oped. At the grove these oranges 
are valued at $25,000,000 and on the 
market at $50,000,000. 


The bureau of plant industry, U. S. 


department of agriculture, has been 
receiving more than 69,000 lots of 
foreign seeds, cuttings, bulbs, tubers 
and plants hi the past 25 years, in 
search of valuable products such as 
;he navel became- 


Another %plant introduced in 


America and now growing in con- 
siderable quantity in Florida and at 
Chico, California, is the bamboo— 
called the' most useful product in 
the world. To the Orient it has been 
what the white pine has been for us. 
It is used for making baskets, street 
brushes, brooms, fences, suspension 
bridges, and for construction of 
houses. The shoots are a staple of 
the oriental diet. 


In America we are importing hun- 


dreds of thousands of bamboo fish- 
ing rods every year. We also use it 
in making phonograph needles. It 
has been predicted that if bamboo 
production can be put upon a com- 
mercial scale in this country, it will 
be used for barrel hoops, for vine 
stakes and trellises, for light ladders, 
for stays for overloaded fruit trees, 
for baskets, and for light fruit ship- 
ping crates. For light furniture it is 
sure to find a market. It may even- 
tually be used in paper making; and 
of course we shall eat it when we 
can get it. Many have called it the 
most promising of 'all plant immi- 
grants that have ever found then- 
way into the states. 


According to a chart prepared by 


.the department of agriculture, the 
origin of many of the world's stable 
foods is as follows: Cabbage from 
northern France and Germany; rye 
from the Balkans;* apples, apricots 
and pears from southeastern Russia; 
figs from Asia Minor; wheat, coffee 
and flax from Arabia; onions from 
southern Russia; bananas and soy 
beans from India; the, orange, sugar 
cane, tea and r4ce from China; and 
the peach from northeastern China. 
Indian corn and the tomato are 
traced to central Mexico; and the 
potato and peanut to northern South 
Amercia.

More Rain This 


Year Forecasted 


> California is.due for ten years of 
wet weather—at least wetter weath- 
er than we have had in the last ten. 


Sunspots, summer temperature of 


the waters off the coast and other 
meterological factors all point in 
this direction, says Dr. A. F. Gor- 
ton, associate in metereology at the 
University of California, Scripps in- 
stitution of oceanography. In a re- 
cent summary of observations, he 
said: 


"It appears likely from the present 


trend of sunspot numbers and the 
decidedly deficient rainfall of the 
last 15 years that wetter years are 
in prospect for California. 


"By a process of elimination it has 


been shown that certain indices have 
a significant bearing on the precipi- 
tation of California. Of these the 
most outsanding at present is the 
average summer temperatures of 
coastal waters at two stations, Oxnard 
and La Jolla. Comparing these with 
the precipitation records it is found 
that the correlation coefficient has a 
value of .84, with a record of suc- 
cessful forecasts of nine in twelve 
years."

chocolate in a double boiler, and 
add a tablespoon and a half of corn- 
starch mixed with three-quarters 
of a cup of sugar. Stir till smooth. 
Add two cups of hot milk, stirring 
slowly as you add it, and cook for 
tyenty-five minutes, stirring from 
time to time.

Chocolate Bread 


Sift together two and a quarter 


cups of flour, five teaspoons of bak- 
ing powder, a quarter of a cup of 
sugar, three tablespoons of cocoa 
and a teaspoon of salt. Add an egg 
beaten in a cup of -milk, and three 
tablespoons of cooking oil or fat. 
Mix, and then add a third of a cup 
of nuts. Bake slowly in a loaf for 
about forty minutes. 


Chocolate Jelly 


One pint of boiling water, two 


pinches of salt, one and a half 
squares 
of 
chocolate, 
one-third 


package of gelatine, two level table- 
spoons of sugar, one teaspoon of 
vanilla. Put the water, salt and 
chocolate in a saucepan. Stir Over 
fire until the chocolate melts, then 
let it boil for three or four minutes. 
Soften the gelatine in a little cold 
water and pour the boiling mixture 
over it. Stir until dissolved, then 
add sugar and vanilla. Pour into 
a mould and set aside to harden. 
Serve with plain or whipped ream. 


Chocolate Pancakes 


Mix four tablespoons of flour, two 


tablespoons of sugar, a cup of maca- 
roon crumbs, and two tablespoons 
of melted butter with the yolks of 
six eggs and the whites of three. 
Add enough milk to make a pan- 
cake batter, and fry in small thin 
•pancakes. Sprinkle with powdered 
sugar and serve with chocolate 
fudge sauce, made by melting four 
tablespoons each of melted chocolate 
and sugar in half a cup of milk and

"PROGRESS" VS. LONG LIFE 


There is no doubting that this earth was designed for

of material—which have been blind 
stitched in a bias or straight fold— 
neatly and, firmly on it, a quarter 
inch apart, more or less as you want. 
Then work your faggoting stitches. 
After unbasting the paper, turn the 
frock wrong side out and blind stitch 
or hem down the material on the 
wrong side.

At the left is simple faggoting. 


Bring the thread up at the left side 
of the opening between the two 
pieces of material, bring- it down a 
little to right, put needle thru from 
the under side: Now take.the thread 
back to the left strip of material, 
passing the needle under the stitch 
already made. Bring it up from the 
under side and down again to the 
right, passing the needle under the 
stitch just made. You can under- 
stand just how to do this by look- 
ing at the diagram, which shows the 
thread, much enlarged. 


In ttie center is a more elaborate 


stitch. The thread is carried from 
right to left, and then buttonholed 
back. You can make ftie buttonhole 
stitches close together or far apart. 
The result is a pretty sort of lad- 
dering. 


The faggoting shown at the right 


is similar. Make a very loose ladder 
across from left to right. Then pass 
the needle and thread in the fold of 
the cloth forming the hem edge for 
a quarter of an inch. Bring it out, 
catch it in the center of the com- 
pleted ladder, take a stitch in the 
left margin, and buttonhole back
